MENT—FARGO, North Dako­ 
ta.. March 16—Radicalism In North 
Dakota Is doubtless more radical) 
than 
radicalism 
elsewhere, 
but 
the main difference is that It is 
better organized and has become 
a self-conscious, 
historic 
institu­ 
tion. 
North Dakota is beyond the corn 
belt. 
It produces wheat and other 
small grains and also much flax. 
There is some atm < grazing, less 
dairying, and not much “general 
farming.” 
It is t. state of large 
farms, 
vast distances 
and 
few 
towns. 
The growing 
season 
is 
short and late. 
For a little while every year the 
farmer 
works desperately 
bard. 
The rest of the year he sustains 
the hardships of cold and isolation. 
His money comos in once a year. 
For his living and the financing of 
his business, he is constantly de­ 
pendent 
on 
credit, and Is con­ 
stantly in 
contact with the eco­ 
nomic forces of banking and mer­ 
chandising. 
He sells to the middlemen, who,* 
in turn, sell to great mills located 
mostly outside the state. 
These 
middlemen buy the crop all at once 
and then speculate in holding It 
until it is gradually absorbed by 
the market. They buy it on grades 
established by law, and pay for It 
terminal 
prices 
minus 
freight 
rates. 
The farmers, therefore, with the 
long winters in which to read and 
think, are naturally 
Impelled 
to 
think of the economlo forces which 
determine the whole comfort and 
success of their lives. 
And these 
forces, to them, are very much per­ 
sonified. 
Finance 
is 
the 
local) 
banker; Commerce, the local mer­ 
chant and grain buyer; and Rig 
Business 
the 
Minneapolis 
flour 
trust and a distant ogre known as 
Wall Street 
If the local banker gouges the 
farmer with usut or unreasonable 
exactions or refusals of credit, and 
the local merchant gouges him on 
goods; if the elevator man pays 
him for No. 2 wheat and sells it to 
the mill as No. I; lf the millers 
and the railroadst make 
millions 
while 
he 
remains poor; and if 
“Wall Street” dictates the laws 
under which all these things hap­ 
pen—he 
has 
plenty of time to 
nurse 
his 
resentments 
and 
to 
brood on remedies. 
And these evils have happened. 
Movements to do something about 
it. and especially to establish a 
state-owned elevator and mill have 
been going on a long time. 
The 
American Society of Equity, under 
the leadership of George Loftns, 
had been particularly active. 
But 
under the Constitution of North 
Dakota, like that 
of 
California, 
most things are unconstitutional; 
and the formal steps of changing 
tho constitution required six years. 
Finally, however, in 1914 an en­ 
abling amendment was passed and 
the legislature of 1916 sent a com­ 
mittee to Canada to 
investigate. 
The committee reported adversely. 
A farmers’ convention committee 
came before the legislature to ask 
that it obey the mandate of the 
popular vote, and report had it 
they were told to “go home and 
slop the hogs." 
The resultant indignation might 
have evaporated except 
for 
the 
accidental 
presence of a great 
salesman with a genius for organl-i 
ration and promotion. A. C. Town­ 
ley had just gone bankrupt in a 
huge flax-raising scheme. Starting 
“on a shoestring” he bad succeed­ 
ed the first year. Reinvesting that 
aud all he could borrow, he sue-) 
reeded greatly the second 
year. 
Repeating the process, he struck. 
the slump just as a great fortune 
was in sight, and lost all. 
Townley had been a Socialist or­ 
ganizer but bad quit 
the 
game. 
Simultaneously, 
Pearson's 
Maga­ 
zine was conducting a circulation 
campaign and had several expe­ 
rienced Socialists on the ground. 
The story of the organization of the 
League and of the interrelations 
of its organization with these So­ 
cialists. is too long to tell here. To 
epitomize the league won the elec­ 
tion of 1916 and in 1917 controlled

The legislators, mostly inexper­ 
ienced farmers, knew what they 
wanted but did not even know 
when to vote "aye” or “no” to 
get i t 
So they# were housed all 
in a leased hotel and drilled night­ 
ly in the ballroom. 
The measures 
were drawn by the league of- j 
fleers and attorney, 
passed 
by 
this process, and became laws. 
The Bank of North Dakota, with 
92,000,000 capital, was establish­ 
ed, and all public funds, local as 
well as state, were required to be 
deposited in it. 
The bonds did 
not sell, so the bank took the de­ 
posits first and then bought its 
own bonds with them. 
New co­ 
operative banks were established, 
capitalized by farmers’ cotes, the 
notes rediscounted by the state 
bank, and the local bank then es­ 
tablished by re-deposits of state 
funds.

Co-operative chain stores were 
established, the 
farmers 
buying 
preferred stock, the League offl- 
cers getting the common stock 
and voting control for their pro­ 
motion; 
co-operative newspapers 
were established in every county 
and subsidized by a law requir-| 
ing that all public printing b e’ 
done In them; finally, the state 
elevator and mill at North Forks 
were started, but the bonds not 
gelling, were not finished.

(JENEVA, March 15.—A navtr 
able waterway, extending from the 
mouth of the Rhine on the North 
Sea to the mouth of the Rhone 
on the Mediteranean, cutting west­ 
ern Europe thus in half, is one 
of the latest projects of European 
reconstruction, which Is soon to 
become a reality.

The plan for a trans-European 
waterway Involves several differ­ 
ent projects now being worked on 
in different countries by different 
companies but all working into the 
same general scheme of linking up 
the Rhine and th# Rhone.

In the forefront of the thrift move­ 
ment which hee been Introduced 
with 
marked 
succees 
in 
public 
schools throughout the country, ac­ 
cording to J. A. Cranston, city 
superintendent of schools, here to­ 
day. 
At a meeting attended by Crane 
ton and fourteen school principals 
here late yesterday It was unani­ 
mously agreed that the principals 
recommended to the board of edu­ 
cation that the plan of the New 
\o rk Thrift company, now In opera­ 
tion In the schools of New York. 
Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Pittsburgh 
and other leading cities, be adopt­ 
ed In the public schools of Santa 
Ana. 
According to H. M. Sample, who 
presented the plan to Santa Ana 
principals. 
South 
Pasadena 
hat 
adopted the plan, Pomona princi­ 
pals have endorsed it, the Pase- 
d« na board of education is now 
considering its adoption, and scores 
of schools In all sections of the 
United 8tates have put the plan 
Into execution with satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
Sees Gratifying Results. 
'T or many months," said Super 
lntendent Cranston, "we have talk­ 
ed thrift In Santa Ana schools, but 
that la about as far ae wa went 
Now we are offering an opportun­ 
ity to put our theories into prac­ 
tice. 
“This plan, which is the simplest 
and most practicable of any thrift 
plan I have studied, will enlist the 
interest and 
co-operation of par 
erts, 
teachers, 
principals 
and i 
pupils. 
If faithfully carried out i t 
will show surprising results In a 
few years. 
"If the plan is approved by th e1 
hoard of education and put lntoj 
practice, each pupil will be fur-1 
lushed a book of coupons. As soonj 
as the pupil receives this book, he 
or she will become an active part. 
of the great system. 
"No pupil will be 
barred 
and 
savings will be accepted from the; 
smallest child in the kindergarten1 
to the oldest and largest pupils i 
in the high school. 
Pupils may 


start their account with a penny. 
if they desire. 
"Teacher* in the public schools, 
who will supervise the accounts, 
will be requir'd to 
detach .the 
coupons, make a record 
of 
the 
transaction in the 
pupil’s 
book, 
place the money and the coupon 
in an envelope and deliver it to 
the principal of the school. 
The 
principal will place it in mall bags 
equipped with safety 
locks 
and 
send the deposits to the designated 
banks. 
"If the plan goes into effect bere 
it is probable that Tuesday of each 
week will be designated as Banking 
Day. 
This is the day observed in 
the schools of New York, Phila­ 
delphia. Chicago, Pittsburgh 
and 
other cities where the thrift cam 
paigns are now in effect. 
Monday 
will 
be 
observed as the day on 
which special attention 
will 
be 
called to Banking Day. 
“Because of its simplicity 
this 
plan has met with immediate favor 
in many of the great cities 
of 
America. 
This, we are informed. 
is especially true in cities where 
there is a large foreign element 
Not only the children, but parents 
as well, have been encouraged to 
save. 
Many teachers, too, have 
•tarted accounts in this way, thus 
encouraging the children and Im­ 
proving their own condition. 
Law Requires Thrift Lore. 
"Our state law 
requires that 
thrift shall be taught In the public 
schools, but up to this time we 
have preached a lot but practiced 
but little. 
Santa Ana principals, 
following the example set by prin­ 
cipals in other cities, feel that now 
is the time to put our theories Into 
practical application. 
With this 
end in view, they have recommend­ 
ed that the board of education ap­ 
prove the thrift plan, so that It 
may be adopted in our schools," 
It was said that the matter prpb- 
ably would be placed 
before 
the

of 
education at its next 
meeting. 
If the plan is approved 
by the board, representatives of 
the sponsors will confer with Ban 
ta Ana bankers in the immediate 
future. 
Local banks will be asked

At that time the old 
home was in a bad state of repair, 
a*-* fo- «ome strange reason Con­ 
gress and the State 
of 
Virginia 
u~<.u ut>wined to accept the estate 
and restore It as a national shrine. 
During the Civil War the estate 
was made neutral ground by both 
armies, and shortly arter the actual 
work of restoration began. 
Now 
it has become a national—in fact, 
an international shrine. 
Distin­ 
guished foreigners who visit Amer­ 
ica usually go to Mount Vernon 
to pay homage to Washington. 
The house now is virtually like it 
was in Washington’s day.
